—Two Past Opponents 
Say They’ll File. 


Republican leaders were unani- 
mous today in saying that John 
J. Cochran, veteran Democratic 
Congressman from the Thirteenth 
District, should be permijted to 


run unopposed for re-election in 
the district he has served since 
1926. 

During this term of Congress, 
Cochran suffered from a disease 
which necessitated amputation of 
both legs. He now gets around in 
a wheel chair while he learns to 
walk on crutches. 

Henry L. Berger, chairman of 
the Republican Thirteenth Dis- 
trict Committee, said Cochran’s 
physical condition won't permit 
him to make an active campaign 
this year and “I’m in favor of 
giving him the job.” 

Cochran has served the district 
faithfully and without partisan 
consideration, Berger said, and it 
would be smart Republican poli- 
tics to let him run unopposed. 

“Every time Cochran has oppo- 
sition,” Berger said, “his Republi- 
can friends come to the polls in 
hordes and vote a straight Demo- 
cratic ticket.” 

Against Opposing Him in 42. 

Berger said he advocated two 
years ago that the Republicans 
put up no opposition to Cochran. 
“I had to take a lot of nasty digs 
from members of my party who 
said I wasn’t a good Republican,” 
he said. 

“When the returns were in, 
Cochran had won by 14,000 votes 
and it was obvious that if we 
hadn’t any opposition to him, 
many of our candidates would 
have received at least 5000 more 
votes than they did. That would 
have been enough to elect in 
North St. Louis at least eight 
more Republicans—three Justices 
of the Peace, three Constables and 
two State Representatives — than 
were elected.” 

Veteran Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
Republican and for many years a 
close personal friend of Cochran's, 
pointed out that it was on the 
same theory that the Democrats 
declined to place a candidate in 
the race against Nolte last time 
he ran and withdrew their candi- 
date at an earlier election. 

“It would be presumptuous of 
me to advise the Republican party 
what to do in this congressional

‘seven sons the widowed Mrs. 
Irene Kelly has in service. Two 
other sons, 16 and 11 years: old, 
are home, 

Last night, by the light of an 
oil lamp, she dictated a letter to 
Roosevelt saying she was “going 
to offer up another prayer that 
you will make a lonely mother’s 
heart light and happy by letting 
her see Charles soon.” Her 16- 
year-old son, Howard, did _ the 
writing with a pencil. Mrs. Kelly 
cannot write because of her poor 
‘sight. 
| With Danny, the youngest son, 
in bed, and a white mouse, the 

only pet, curled up in a corner, 
'Howard scrawled the following: 

“Dear Mr. President:’ 
| “I am writing this letter for my 
mother who is deaf and whose 
sight is failing. Doctors told Mom 
that she may never hear again 
and it is only a matter of time 
before her eyes fail her com- 
pletely. 

“Mom wants to thank you for 
the very nice letter you wrote to 
‘her about Charles. She is lonely

these days, and your letter made 
her very happy. 

“Only three of us are home now, 
Mom, Danny, 11, and myself. I 
am 16. We were sitting in the 
kitchen the other night while 
Mom was brewing a pot of tea 
and got to talking about Charles. 
Mom told me how lonesome she 
was and how happy she would be 
if she could see Charles. 

“Mom would like to ask you to 
do her a favor, Mr. President. She 
knows you are very busy these 
days, but she would be grateful 
to you for the rest of her life if 
you would let Charles come home 
on a furlough for a few days. 

“Mom said tonight when she 
goes to bed she is going to say a 
prayer for you and ask God to pro- 
tect and guide you and give you 
strength to carry on your heavy 
burden, until victory is won.

WITH AN AMERICAN INFAN- 
TRY DIVISION SOMEWHERE 
IN ENGLAND, April 7 (AP).—Lt- 
Gen, Omar N. Bradley of Missouri 
told American officers preparing 
for the invasion of Europe today 
that “this stuff about tremendous 
losses is tommyrot.” 

“The success of the ‘whole war 
depends on this operation and I 
have no fear of its outcome,” the 
commander of American ground 
forces in the United Kingdom as- 
sured officers who will lead the 
doughboys into ‘action, 

“When the time comes you will 
be surprised by the naval gunfire 
and airpower we have, - 

“Some of you won't come back, 
but it will be very few. 

“In the Tunisian campaign we 
lost only an average of three or 
four men to 1000 and certainly see- 
ing a show like this ought to be 
worth that chance, 

“They say Barnum & Bailey had 
the greatest show on earth, but 
that will be only a sideshow com- 
pared to the one you will be in. 
When your men get up to fight 
you will be scared, but it will be 
up to you to get up and lead your 
men in attack. 

“Put your men in the right 
frame of mind. You ¢an’t surren- 
der in warfare, Fight it out to the 
last ammunitions. The enemy 
might be as bad off as you are. 
It is much better to do that than 
to be made prisoner.” 

“I have heard rumors that 90 
per cent of us wouldn’t come 
back,” he continued, 

“That is tommyrot. I think you 
are lucky to ‘have this opportunity 
and I am happy to be with you. 
We have the best soldiers and best 
equipment and more of it than the 
Germans ever dreamed of. After 
a few days of it you won't have 
anything to worry about.” 

He urged the officer not to 
“condemn your men too quickly 
if they show fear in the early 
stages” but to “exert your leader- 
ship and lead them forward.” 

Warning that “the German will 
play dirty,” Bradley said: “I know 
of cases where he has booby- 
trapped the dead. Don’t trust him 
very far. Sometimes they will 
come out waving white flags and 
then open fire on you.” 


U. S. ACE CLAIMS 27 
PLANES DESTROYED, 
EIGHT ON GROUND 


A UNITED STATES FIGHTER 
BASE IN ENGLAND, April 7

His talks with Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden and Foreign 
Office experts are expected to 
cover a wide range, including the 
prospects of Finnish peace, nego- 
tiations with Spain, and Allied 
efforts to wrest the Balkan satel- 
lites from Hitler’s grasp.

LONDON, April 7 (AP). — The 
Red Army reached to within 18 
miles of Odessa today and cap- 
tured more than 60 addiitonal 
places on that front, a Soviet com- 
munique announced, 

The Russians announced forma- 
tion of a third trap of German 
forces 40 miles northwest of Odes- 
sa, in which “the remnants of five 
or six divisions” were encircled 
and were “being wiped out.”

MOSCOW, April 7 (AP). — The 
Germans have rushed special] units 
into line with orders to defend 
Odessa at “any cost” and are bat- 
tling on the close approaches to 
that Black Sea port from favor- 
able positions behind the many 
lagoons and lakes protecting the 
stronghold, dispatches reported 
today. 

While the Nazis struck out In 
strong counterattacks from their 
hard-pressed base, Russian Storm- 
ovik planes and bombers pounded 
at the city’s defenses and lines 
of communications. 

Inside the tightening Soviet are, 
harassed Germans and Rumanian 
troops were being herded closer 
to the shores of the Black Sea 
and their last remaining escape 
corridor across the Dniester estu- 
ary, 20 miles southwest of Odessa, 

Nazis Hit Back at Tarnopol. 

Three hundred miles to the 
northwest the Russians engaged 
in stiff battles against 
groups of enemy tanks, infantry 
and self-propelled guns sent to re- 
lieve the besieged German garri+v 
son at Tarnopol in old Poland, 
The attack was launched south- 
west of Tarnopol, and came after 
troops of Marshal Gregory K. 
Zhukov’s First Ukrainian Army 
had captured more than half of 
the city. Street fighting has been 
reported going on since Monday. 

Attempts to lift the siege yes- 
terday were repulsed with heavy 
losses, the Soviet command an- 
nounced, but it added that fierce 
fighting was continuing.

Allied Planes Lost — 
Timor in Dutch East 
Indies Bombed. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, April 7 (AP).— 
Continuing to concentrate their 
heavy striking power on the west- 
ern flank of Japan's South Pa- 
cific holdings, Allied planes have 
struck a new, heavy blow at Hol- 
landia in Dutch New Guinea and 
hammered enemy targets as far 
west as Koepang on Timor, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's communique 
reported today. 

The Hollandia attack was car- 
ried out by 250 planes which 
dropped 320 tons of bombs and 
fired more than 250,000 rounds of 
ammunition, centering their atten- 
tion on the town and the harbor. 
Gun positions and fuel dumps were 
destroyed and one vessel was set 
afire, MacArthur's communique 
said. 

Not one enemy plane rose to 
fight the Allied raiders, testifying 
to the effectiveness of the 400-ton 
Sunday attack which was aimed at 
Hollandia’s three airfields. Anti- 
aircraft fire Wednesday, moderate 
at first, tapered off quickly and no 
Allied planes were lost. 

Kaimana and Sorong, also on 
Dutch New Guinea, were attacked 
by heavy bombers. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 Thun- 
Gerbolt and Lightning fighters 
strafed islands and shipping down 
the New Guinea coast to Aitape 
and Wewak. 

In other attacks, Allied planes 
started fires at Dili and Koepang 
on Timor in the Dutch East In- 
dies: atrafed coastal villages on 
Waterfall and Wide Bays, New 
Britain; bombed the Buka air- 
drome and seaplane base on Bou- 
gainville in the American-domi- 
mated Solomons, and attacked in- 
gstallations on the Hansa-Madang 
coast on New Guinea.

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BIG U. S. BOMBERS ATTACK 
NAZI AIRFIELD AT ZAGREB 


Ground Fighting in Italy Virtually at Stand- 


still—Flyers Run Into Heavy Fights 
Over Croat Capital.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
NAPLES, April 7- (AP).—Heavy 
bombers of the United States Fif- 
teenth Air Force again attacked a 
Balkan target yesterday, ham- 
mering this time at a German air- 
field in the Croatian capital of 
Zagreb as ground action on all 


Italian fronts remained at a vir- 
tual standstill. 

Zagreb was vigorously defended 
by some 120 German planes. Six- 
teen were shot down in battles 
over northern Yugoslavia, head- 
quarters announced, and three 
heavy bombers were lost. 

Flying Fortresses and Liberators, 
escorte by *Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings, took part in the at- 
tack. Returning crewmen report- 
ed the fight was hot and heavy, 
but there was nothing here to sub- 
stantiate German reports describ- 
ing the battle as “orle of the great- 
est strategical defeats suffered 80 
far” by the Fifteenth Air Force. 

Nazi Patrol Routed. 

Headquarters said that on the 
Anzio beachhead a strong German 
patrol attacked an Allied position 
a mile and a half south of Car- 
roceto last night, but was driven 
back by grenades and small arms 
fire. Fifth Army artillery and 
tank destroyers blasted enemy gun 
positions there during the day. 

A dispatch sent from the beach- 
head last night by Associated 
Press War Correspondent Kenneth 
L. Dixon said the Germans had 
ringed the Allied defenses with 
several huge guns capable of 
combing the entire beachhead from 
the front line to the coast, : 

“These include some railroad 
guns with a potential range up to 
54,000 yards (more than 30 miles), 
which means that the Germans 


could literally sit in Rome and 
shell shipping in Anzio Bay,” Dixon 
wrote. 

Although the Germans’ artillery 
outranges the Allied guns at least 
four or five miles—and gometimes 
more than 10 miles—the Fifth 
Army forces outnumbered the 
enemy both in artillery available 
and in ammunition, Dixon wrote, 

Patrolling at Cassino. 

In Cassino, the Germans made 
a tentative push out of, the Con- 
tinental Hotel, but their infantry 
was immediately brought under 
the fire of Allied artillery. North- 
west of Cassino enemy patrols con- 
stantly are probing Allied lines to 
keep themselves informed. 

While the big bombers were over 
Zabreg a formation of Spitfires, 
some carrying bombs, swooped 
down on the German airfield at 
Banja Luka, about 80 miles north- 
east of Sarajevo, and destroyed a 
large number of planes on the 
ground. 

Medium bombers had a busy day 
in Italy. Mitchells blasted run- 
ways of the Perugia airdrome in 
northern Italy; a hydro-electric 
plant at Terni; a railway station 
as Capronica, 20 miles northwest 
of Rome; railway yards at Mac- 
carese, west of the Capital and of 
a rail bridge to the north. Kitty- 
hawks hit a chemical] factory at 
Popoli. 

In all air operations yesterday 28

—Attorney General Biddle said 
today an investigation of activi- 
ties of the CIO’s Political Action 
Committee disclosed no violation 
of criminal provisions of the Fed- 


eral Corrupt Practices Act or of 
laws limiting the amount of elec- 


tion campaign contributions. 
Biddle’s statement was made in 
a letter to Representative Smith 
(Dem.) Virginia, chairman of a 
House Committee to investigate 
executive agencies. 

The Virginian had charged in a 
letter to the Justice’ Department 
that a “flagrant violation” of the 
Corrupt Practices Act was dis- 
closed by an article by CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray in the Febru- 
ary issue of the American Maga- 
zine. : 

The article, Smith contended, 
described the _ political action 
committee and stated that various 
CIO unions had made an initial 
contribution of $700,000 to the 
work of the committee. 

Biddle said he had directed the 
. B. I. to investigate not only 
possible violations of the Corrupt 
Practices Act, but to look also for 
any violation of the Hatch Act 
limiting contributions in connec- 
tion with elections for Federal 
office, 7 

“It appears that to date there 
has been discovered no violation 
by the Political Action Committee 
of the crimin:! provisions of the 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act, as 
amended, or of the Federal statute 
limiting the amount which may be 
contributed in connection with an 
election,” Biddle wrote Smith. 


“Certain expressions in the ar- 
ticle in the American Magazine, 
to which your letter referred, 
might be subject to the construc- 
tion that in the future action 
might be taken by the committee 
which would not conform to the 
provisions of the Federal statute; 
but no such illegal action has 
been discovered. 


If future acts by the committee 
of a nature prohibited by the act 
should occur, I can assure you 
that appropriate action will be 
taken by this department.”

U.S. Co-ordinating Raids on Balkan 
Targets With Red Army’s Advance 


Russian Drive Into Allied Sphere of Opera- 
tions Makes Close Co-Operation Vital to 
Avoid Mixups, Get Best Results.

LONDON, April 7 (AP). — Mili- 
tary co-operation between the 
western Allies and Russia, which 
often has left much to be desired 
in this war, hag taken a sudden 


turn for the better with Ameri- 
can bombers co-ordinating close- 
ly with Red Army ground forces 
in the conquest of the Balkans. 

Allied raids on Rumania at 
Bucharest and Ploesti were car- 
ried out with the knowledge and 
consent of the Red Army, the best 
informed military sources in Lon- 
don said. The attacks, presently 
on a rough co-ordinated basis, are 
being developed by the use of 
liaison groups into close and 
specific teamwork, these inform- 
ants said, 

The last assaults have been car- 
ried out on what was described as 
“a broad strategic basis” and the 
Russian and Allied liaison now is 
in the “transition stages,” work- 
ing toward operations constructed 
much the same way as the Ameri- 
can and*British forces work in 
direct liaison.

Teamwork Essential. 

Now, as the Russians drive into 
the Balkans, it is imperative that 
the Allied air effort be co-ordinat- 
ed with the Red Army advances 
to avoid conflict in bombing tar- 
gets—as well as the possibility of 
bombing advance units of Soviet 
troops. 

If Russian and American planes 
should elect to bomb the same 
target at the same time without 
lHaison, the result would be an air

The Russians have had military 


Mediterranean for some time. 

It has not been made known 
whether American air liaison of- 
ficers would be allowed to accom- 
pany the Red armies in future 
operations, although this obvious- 
ly would be desirable. 

Zones Overlap. 

Close co-operation is becoming 
increasingly important. While 
ground forces are not likely to be 
fighting in the same area for 
many months, the Red Army 
blows must be co-ordinated with 
the western front effort to obtain 
the maximum military’ efficiency. 
The operations of the air forces 
already overlap in Rumania and 
as the Red Army advances it will 
come into the Allied spheres of 
operation in many places. 
Writing last night from Naples, 
Associated Press War Correspond- 
ent Daniel de Luce said that as 
yet there was no information 
whether Allied bombers might un- 
dertake shuttle operations be- 
tween Italy and Soviet-held terri- 
ory. 

The necessity for any such ar- 
rangement, he said, appears doubt- 
ful, since all Nazi targets in the 
Balkans already can be hit by 
bombers based in Italy. 

Reds Doing Biggest Job. 

De Luce declared 
Mediterranean Air Forces could 
claim only a fraction of the credit 
in the event that Germany’s grip 
on the Balkans should be torn 
loose this spring. 

He said that the American air- 
men “realize they cannot by them- 
selves force a military decision in 
the East.” 

“That,” he added, “depends on 
ground fighting between the Nazis 
and the Red Army.” |

Common usage is greatly respon- 
sible for new words en g our 
dictionary, and advertising is 
largely responsible for common 
usage. 

For instance, in the camera and 
m the phonograph fields, there are 
two names which have virtually 
become synonyms for products 
manufactured in their res ive 
industries.

If you have found a blended whis- 
key that makes your particular 
taste buds happy, ask for it by 
name. If you merely say, ‘‘Give 
me a Rye,” or “‘Give me a Bour- 
bon,” your dispenser will take you 
literally because he always tries to 
give you just what you ask for. If 
you ask for dblen whiskey— 
you'll get it! 

And, apropos of blends, a friend 
of ours recently asked, when we 
were discussing this subject, ““You 
know the greatest blend of all?”

Today’s communique said the 
Japanese were continuing to make 
small, isolated attacks in the Im- 
phal area itself, but all these were 
repulsed, while British patrols 
hampered the enemy communica- 
tions west of the Chindwin River. 

(A Berlin broadcast of Tokyo 
dispatches declared “five power- 
ful Japanese units are closing in 
on Imphal” and predicted a “ma- 
jor battle on the Manipur plain.” 

(Another broadcast said Japa- 
nese planes repeatedly raided Al- 
lied airfields at Silchar, 70 miles 
west of Imphal, and at Kalats and 
Nami.) 

American heavy bombers at- 
tacked the new Japanese-built. 
Burma-Siam railway on Wednes- 
day, destroying three bridges and 
probably destroyed five others, It 
was the second attack in a month 
on the supply line for Japanese 
forces in the Burma theater. 


Other Allied air formations car- 
ried out similar missions in South- 
ern, Central and Northem Burma 
at a cost of two planes.

centers for distribution. 

Two reasons are set out by 
Easterday for centralizing the 
pumping facilities of all three 
stations at the Chain of Rocks. 

“A combined plant will be much 
more efficient and economical to 
operate than three widely sepa- 
rated plants, and use of the old 
Masonry conduits as pure water 
condults should be abandoned as 
soon as safer structures can be 
bullt and put in service because 
of their potential danger.” 

Estimated cost of combining 
these three stations is $12,436,000, 
but the change would result in an 
annual savings of approximately 
$305,000, Easterday said. 

The second large step in’ the 
improvement plan would be ac- 
complished by constructing a new 
50-million-gallon storage reservoir 
in Sublette Park which’ would di- 
vide the present distribution sys- 
tem into definite high and low 
level systems. Total cost of this 
step is estimated at $5,583,000. 

The third step of the plan con- 
templates revision of the primary 
sedimentation basins at the Chain 
of Rocks, enlargement of a part 
of the intake conduit, revision of 
three of the basins for secondary 
sedimentation and revision of co- 
agulation facilities. All at an esti- 
mated cost of $922,000. 

At a meeting of the Streets and 
Alleys Reconstruction Subcommit- 
tee of the Citizens’ Bond Issue 
Committee yesterday, Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C.

“To maintain the results for 
which we have fought,” Hershey 
said in addressing a conference on 
war veterans’ problems, spon- 
sored by the CIO United Automo- 
bile Workers’ of America, “de 
pends to a very large degree upon 
the evidences we possess that we 
are prepared to back with force 
our recommendations,.

we are working with other like- 
minded nations toward the crea- 
tion of an effective system of gen- 
eral security.”

Total earnings have increased, 
due to factors not regulated by 
wage-rate controls—such as longer 
work hours, higher-paying war 
jobs, and incentives.to produce. 
Had the policy been to restrict 
working hours, thereby limiting 
“take-home” pay, the result would 
have injured the war effort. The 
record production of war materiel 
could not have been made. The 
nation’s basic wage structure has 
remained substantially unchanged 
during the period of wage stabil- 
ization. The level of basic factory 
wage rates has been raised less 
than 1% cents an hour by actions 
of the War Labor Board. Wages 
have been stabilized.

In this rainswept land where a 
drizzle is considered almost good 
weather, the umbrella was a sym- 
bol of comfortable, pacific and 
unadventurous life. Everybody 
had one and carried it a large 
part of the time. Neville Cham- 
berlain will go down in history as 
the man who took his inseparable 
umbrella and his incurable um- 
brella mentality to Godesberg 
when he virtually surrendered 
Czecho-Slovakia to Hitler. Um- 
brella mentality made the Munich, 
pacific, stick-in-the-mud mentality. 
Dunkerque and the first German 
blitz blasted that mentality com- 
pletely. Today you can walk in 
London parks in the rain and see 
umbrellaless population, shabby 
and partly hatless but dauntless 
with heads high—a population that 
defied Hitler and got away with it. 


Listlessness Pronounced. 

Nevertheless, the foreign friends 
of Britain living here—and almost 
all foreigners who have lived here 
through the war years are friends 
of Britain—are worried about 
Britain’s future. They say the 
people are overstrained and basi- 
cally tired. As evidence they point 
to the fact that the population is 
far less resigned to new bombings 
than during the great blitz of 1940, 
They point to the strang popula- 
tion of the London underground 
stations, several thousands strong, 
people who sleep every night on 
platforms beside the roaring 
trains under the full blaze of the 
light, rather than take a chance 
on being hit by remaining in beds 
as most Londoners do. 

They point to the sort of list- 
lessness about the postwar world 
which they claim to find. They

In the Missouri House last week, Dr.

Perhaps Dr. Gray is not aware of the 
fact that the United States Army’s 100th 
Infantry Battalion, which has suffered 
casualties amounting to more than one- 
third of its total personnel at Salerno 
and Cassino, is composed almost entire- 
ly of Americans of Japanese descent; 
that several hundred Japanese-Ameri- 
cans are fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with other Americans in the Southwest 
Pacific against Japan, and that Ameri- 
cans of Japanese descent are subject to 
selective service procedures like all] other 
Americans.

To Combat Nazi Atrocities 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Many observers have complained that 
we produce no “psychological block- 
busters” in our warfare against Ger- 
many. However, a “psychological block- 
buster” is contained in President Roose- 
velt’s recent statement on aid to Axis 
victims wherein he called on “every 
German and every man everywhere un- 
der Nazi domination—to keep watch, 
and to report the evidence that will one 
day be used to convict the guilty.” 


To be effective, “block-busters” must 
be dropped repeatedly and in quantity 
upon the enemy. This can be done by 
repeated broadcast proclamations sup- 
plemented by plane-dropped leaflets. 
These proclamations should request all 
members of the army or people of Ger- 
many or her satellites, who have wit- 
nessed or been forced to participate in 
inhuman acts, maltreatment of prison- 
ers and execution of hostages, to note, 
report and record, if possible, the par- 
ticipants and the circumstances concern- 
ing those who gave the orders, 


Once this step is taken, a considerable 
portion of the Nazi party and the many 
members of the German Army who have 
participated in such acts will have hang- 
ing over them the fear of the testimony 
ef their fellows. They will never know 
whether or not some of their compan- 
ions or subordinates are, for various 
reasons, weaving a noose around their 
necks.

Test for. a Tax Loophole 


The United States Supreme Court has agreed 
to review the Oklahoma community property law, 
so at last a chance is provided for judicial 
decision on a measure, now prevailing in 10 
states, that has reduced Federal income-tax 
revenue by millions, hag been preserved by the 


timidity of Congress and has been the subject 


of a prolonged national debate. 

Under this law, man and wife are considered 
to share all property and all income, of either or 
both, on an equal basis, This may be fine in 
abstract theory, but it has’ worked out to create 
an undue advantage for residents of the 10 states 
when it comes to paying income taxes. 

It works this way: A husband in one of these 
states has an income of $10,000 a year. His 
wife is not employed. Yet this man is privileged 
to assign half his income to his wife, and she 
makes a separate tax return in her name. The 
tax on two $5000 incomes is considerably less 
than the tax on one $10,000 income, and the dif- 
ference increases as incomes go up in the scale, 
Under the 1942 tax rates, use of this device 
meant a saving of $679 a year on a $10,000 
income. Under the 1944 rates, the saving is $761. 

The last time Congress rejected the proposal 
for a joint-return law, in 1942, it cut off an 
estimated $420,000,000 from the expected tax re- 
ceipts. Under the present rates, of course, the 
cost of this special privilege is still greater. 

The community property law hae been a stand- 
by for years in Louisiana, Texas, California, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Arizona, Washington, Idaho 
and Oklahoma. Oregon joined the list last year, 
for a practical reason, expressed by a newspaper 
in that State as follows: “Why should Oregon 
men, who rub shoulders frequently with neighbors 
in California and Washington, not get the same 
advantages offered to these men?” It was esti- 
mated that Oregon citizens saved $8,000,000 on 
their income-tax bills in 1943 as a result of the 
new law. 

Because the Treasury did not get this amount 
from Oregon, it had to be made up by taxpayers 
of other states, or by borrowing. This exposes the 
essential unfairness of the community property 
law as it now stands. Either all states should 
have such a law, in fairness to their citizens, or 
no state should have it. Since the law is used 
so often to reduce wpper-bracket tax obligations 
—by perfectly legal means, of course—the ideal 
solution would be for the provision to be 
dropped everywhere. | 

Whenever this is proposed, however, a deluge 
of objections results—on such varied grounds as 
constitutionality, states’ rights, women’s rights; 
on grounds economic, legal and moral. 

For instance, one school contends that com- 
pulsory joint returns would mean fewer mar- 
riages. This argument is knocked out by the 
fact that the community property states have a 
higher average divorce rate than the other states, 
and that England, where joint returns have pre- 
vailed for years, has a far lower divorce rate 
than this country. 

The community property law is nothing less 
than a special privilege for citizens of certain 
states, a legally sanctioned loophole through 
which a great amount of tax revenue escapes, 
Under what logic can it be contended that a 
Missouri or Illinois citizen should pay a higher 
Federal income tax than a citizen of California or 
Texas, simply because the latter can lawfully 
transfer half his income (on paper) to his wife 
when income-tax time rolls around? 

The Oklahoma case is a test for this inequit- 
able principle. Equality of tax rates is an Ameri- 
can fundamental. The many opponents of this 
unfair law will welcome its scrutiny by the 
Supreme Court.

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To Facilitate Registration 

The city-wide registration of new voters to 
be conducted May 23 will meet a situation caused 
by the movement of many new residents into the 
city to engage in war work. Although the 
books are open regularly at the office of the 
Election Board for enrollment of new voters 
under the city’s permanent registration plan, 
the pressure of jobs and difficulties of trans- 
portation are a handicap to the prompt enroll- 


ment of many who are otherwise qualified to

By setting up a registration office in every 
one of the 784 voting precincts for one day, the 


Election Board will make it easy for workers and’ 


their families all over St. Louis to get their 
naines on the voting lists, if they have lived 
here long enough. This means that the im- 
portant right of suffrage will be more widely 
exercised in the coming elections than otherwise 
would be the case. 

The St. Louis County Election Board would do 
well to make a similar arrangement for con- 
venience of new voters. The problem is more 
urgent in the county because its population has 
grown even more. The tightening of gasoline 
rationing has added particularly to the difficulty 
of traveling to the Election Board offices at 
Clayton from remote parts of the county. Sample 
surveys made in some sections of the county by 
CIO unions disclosed a surprisingly large num- 
ber of unregistered residents. Many will register 
in the normal way, and all who can should fol- 
low that course. 

The additional cost of setting up community 
registration facilities for at least one day is well 
justified in view of the importance of keeping 
our democracy working in the — possible 
degree. 
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Mississippi Muddle 

In Mississippi, it is now possible to violate the 
law by failing to pay taxes for violating the law. 
The State, which has a 2 per cent sales tax, is 
attempting to collect it on illicit liquor, and the 
lower house has voted a special 10 per cent 
levy on moonshine. 

Whenever, therefore, the sovereign State of 
Mississippi attempts to enforce its prohibition of 
liquor, it will be proceeding against a crime in 
which it is a partierpane and a sharer in the 
profits. 

What Mississippi needs, plainly, isn’t a law 
prohibiting liquor, but a good strong statute pro- 
hibiting nonsense,

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


In view of the general misunderstanding 
of the nature, use and purpose of Basic 
English—a misunderstanding shared by 
various comments in the Post-Dispatch, in- 
cluding the editorial, “Basic 2796,” of 
March 20—I believe it would be well to 
set forth exactly what Basic English is 
and is not. 


Basic English is not a sample of the 
arrogance of English-speaking peoples, nor 
has it necessarily any relation to British 
imperialism. 
the part that English is likely to play in 
the postwar world. It is the property of 
Americans as much as of the British. 


The postwar world will probably be dom- 
inated by British and American airlines. 
Certainly for some time after the war, all 
air transport will be in English-speaking 
hands. Landing instructions will have to 
be in English, even if the port is in Arabia, 
India or China. 


A World Language 
It is also likely that English will be the 


,dominant world language after the war, 


altogether apart from imperialistic aims. 
Hollywood movies, American radio pro- 
grams, American magazines will be the 
standard of popularity, if not of excellence. 
If there is to be any world culture, it may 
very well be based upon English, not be- 
chuse we enforce it, but because we 
create it. | 

The claim that Basic English “ought to 
be the world language, apart from the 
simple fact that English-speaking peoples 
are likely to be the leaders of the post- 
war world, is based upon the simple fact 


. that English ig the only important lan- 


guage (if not the only language in the 
world) that can be Basic. 


When the objection is made that we 
ought to have Basic French or Russian 
or Arabic or Chinese, this fact is over- 
looked. What most pedple think Basic 
means is a table of words that are used 
most often; that is, words chosen on the 
basis of frequency or simplicity. But it 
should be repeated that Basic English is 
not built on frequency or simplicity, but 
on the usefulness of the words chosen. It 
should be repeated, also, that other lan- 
guages, cannot be reduced to a working 
vocabulary of, say, 850 words, in the way 
that English can. 


Few Words Do Much Work 


We often forget—in fact, we never learn 


It is a frank recognition of. 


—just what kind of language English has 


become. First of all, it has lost almost all 
inflections. In Latin the words, “Marcus 


amat Mariam,” can be arranged six differ-* 


ent ways without changing the meaning. 
In English, “Marcus loves Mary” becomes 
entirely different if we write “Mary loves 
Marcus.” 

English is becoming a positional lan- 
guage. A chestnut horse and a horse 
chestnut are two totally different things; 
so are a garden flower and a flower gar- 
den, depending on the position of the 
words, 

Our grammar is very simple. Basic Rus- 
sian would involve learning six different 
cases; Basic English has none, apart from 
the possessives in ’s and s’, and a few vari- 
ations in verbs and pronouns. 


Basic English is based on useful words 
like “take.” “Take” works harder than 


any other word in English, with the ex- 
ception, perhaps, of “get.” Match the “op- 
erator” word, “take,” with the following 
nouns: a journey, a jump, a kiss, a look, 
a smoke, a swim, a taste, a test, a walk, 
a breath, a chance, a cough, a disease, a 
picture, a bath, a sleep—take bread, breath, 
care, comfort, control, cover, credit, fire. 
Thus the Basic student has to learn only 
one verb that can be matched with a great 
variety of nouns, 


Nouns are easy to learn. Verbs and syn- 
tax are not. The fact is that a smart for- 
eigner can learn Basic English in a few 
weeks without straining himself, and what 
is equally important, he does not have to 
unlearn anything as he progresses to regu- 
lar English. 


A Tip to Politicians 


Basic English is not a kind of pidgin 
English. No one is expected to write im- 
mortal prose in Basic English, although, 
frankly, it might be a good idea if our 
politicians were required to write their 
speeches in Basic so that we might find 
out exactly what they mean. 


It is not a substitute for English or any 
existing language. It is intended to be a 
second language. Because of the peculiar 
nature of English, it is the simplest lan- 
guage related to any existing language 
system that can be worked out. 


It is not air-tight. It is a foundation 
only, and expansible from the first. There 
is now a Basic English dictionary contain- 
ing 20,000 regular words defined in Basic. 


It is not built like “Basic” French or a 
hypothetical “Basic” Esperanto or “Basic” 
Russian. Words are chosen for their ver- 
satility and usefulness, such as “take” and 
“get.” 


Its Widespread Usefulness 


It is not a manufactured language like 
Esperanto, 


Basic English is a working model of 
spoken (as opposed to literary or formal) 
English, 


Its vocabulary is composed largely of 
ideas that can be pi¢tured or dramatized 
in teaching. 

It is intended .for oral instruction for 
both literate and illiterate foreigners. 


It is planned for the present and the 
postwar world: trade, commerce, transport, 
news, science, politics and especially for 
international air transport, radio and 
cinema. 

I may say that I have no ax to grind 
for Basic English, and have no connection 
or acquaintance with any group or indi- 
viduals sponsoring it. Basic English does 
seem to me to be a brilliant idea, a recog- 
nition of the facts of the present and fu- 
ture, especially the future of the United 
States of America.

Warning of a’ German Plot 
For Starting’ Another War 


“Germany Will Try It Again,” by Sigrid Schulta. 

(Reynal & Hitchcock, New York.) 

Sigrid Schultz, considered one of the best» 
informed correspondents on Germany, con- 
tends that even now the Reich is preparing 
for World War III. 

Her basic thesis, not entirely new, is: 
Germany started preparing for the present 
war even before the guns ceased firing in 
1918, when the crafty Ludendorff organized 
hig unofficial “Secret German Staff.” Ger- 
many, after losing the air battle for Eng- 
land in 1940, started laying groundwork for 
winning the peace and launching another 
war of conquest. Miss Schultz backs up 
her beliefs with factual material, some not 
heretofore revealed, gathered in her 22 
years as Berlin correspondent for the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 


Ludendorff and his staff, operating 
stealthily, aligned many refractory ele 
ments of German society against the Wei- 
mar Republic. Miss Schultz says many 
returning soldiers were kept in arms; in- 
dustrialists were given fat re-armament 
contracts; Germany set up war plants and 
trained officers in Russia; capitalists spec- 
ulated abroad with German currency. 
Thus, she contends, a militaristic Germany 
was beyond the embryo stage even when 
Hitler was struggling for power. 

The author says: “The number of Ger- 
mans who had no part in preparing World 
War II was heart-breakingly small.” In an 
excellent chapter about German women, 
Miss Schultz points out that these women 
have displayed a baleful influence and “lust 
for conquest” in the rise of the Nazi regime. 
However, there is an inconsistency here, 
for in the chapter’s conclusion, she says: 
“There is always the possibility that the 
women and the young people who have 
now experienced the rea] horrors of war on 
their home soil will come to protest against 
war.” : 

° « ” 

German arguments, the author predicts, 
will be the same this time as last: calum- 
nies against the Allies; need for Germany 
to dispel chaos in Central Europe; Ger- 
many champions free enterprise and is an 
enemy of Communism. “To be fooled once 
is tragic. To be fooled twice is unforgiv- 
able,” the writer says. 

Miss Schultz would have no occupation 
of Germany by the Allies. Instead—and 
she says she gets her plan from “decent 
and brave” Germans in the underground— 
the Allies should occupy the countries sur- 
rounding Germany, then let the Germans 
work out their own chaos, and let their 
Army exterminate the war criminals. Such 
observers as William L. Shirer have said 
that this “internal cleansing” plan “would 
be one way to insure that the militarists 
come out on top again.” 

Despite the fact that most readers will 
find points of disagreement with Miss 
Schultz, it must be acknowledged that her 
book is a blunt warning not to let Germany 
resort once more to her well-worn inter. 
national trickery.

Only one amendment to 
the Federal] Constitution was ever 
submitted under the convention 
plan, all others having been sub- 
mitted to the legislatures. The ex- 
ception is the last adopted, the 
twenty-first, which provided for 
repeal of the prohibition amend- 
ment,

for ratification of the repeal 
amendment set up a system which, 
in effect, gives the people a, direct 
vote on the question of ratifica- 
tion. The law is still in force. 

Delegates were not named on 
the ballots, the people merely vot- 
ing for delegates favoring repeal 
or for those opposed to it. Al- 
* | though delegates had been nomi- 
nated in each of the state’s 34 
senatorial districts, by precinct, 
county and district meetings, the 
vote was statewide, and all dele- 
gates favoring repeal were elect- 
ed. The delegates met in a one- 
day convention in Jefferson City 
and formally ratified the amend- 
ment. 

Reason for Declaration. 

A study of that election dis- 
closes the principal reason why 
the Constitutional Convention vot- 
ed for the declaration of policy. 
The vote on the repeal amend- 
ment was 503,642 for and only 
156,961 against, or more than 
three to one for repeal. Yet 57 
counties — half of them — voted 
against repeal. 

In general, the counties oppos- 
ing repeal were small rural coun- 
ties, the stronghold of the dry 
sentiment. The top-heavy vote 
for repeal was from cities and 
larger counties.

The committee approved the 
measure last night with an amend- 
ment deleting the for 
additional officers, after Deputy 


}Comptroller Ray Schroeder of St. 


Louis told the committee that the 
St. Louis Board of Estimate was 
against increasing the number of 
captains from 17 to 2 and lieuw- 
tenants from 32 to 37, as p 
in the House-approved bill. 

The committee was told that the 
extra officers were wanted by the 
Board of Police Commissioners to 
staff the gambling squad and the 
new juvenile division. However, 
Schroeder said the new city 
budget had been prepared on the 
basis of the present police officer 
strength, and while the Board of 
Estimate approved the pay in- 
creases, it was opposed to creat- 
ing additional high-salaried posi- 
tions, in view of the city’s 
finances. 

The pay increases, aggregating 
$408,000 a year, vary from 3.2 to 
16 per cent, with the principal in- 
creases going to patrolmen and 
probationary patrolmen. Increases 
would also be given to captains, 
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lieutenants, sergeants, turnkeys, 
the assistant Chief of Detectives, 
superintendent of the Identifica- 


tion Bureau, secre to the Po- 
lice Chief and the per?

RADIO TRADE magazines are full of excessive’ 
predictions.

Wooden Story, Great Technicolor 

LOEW’S offering this week, “BROADWAY RHYTHM,” is 
mot the great musical that was “As Thousands Cheer,” which 
played Loew's recently. Story defects, over which most musi- 
cals tp most unmusically, almost trip this one. Also, the 
main characters are more than a little of the 
stock variety, pulled out of a studio’s morgue at 
a moment’s notice for another go at active box- 
office service. 

All the same, “Broadway Rhythm,” while 
not coming up to “As Thousands Cheer” in most 
respects, approaches and perhaps equals that 
picture in some respects. Those include techni- 
color, feature “spots,” song hits, and the person- 
ableness of most of the actors. 

The picture’s technicolor is seen at its best in a production 
mumber called “Brazilian Boogie Woogie.” The technicolor 
actually steals the scene, in spite of the fact that the number 
includes some of the fanciest limb swinging and singing Lena 
Horne’s yet done on celluloid. Great green fans, huge gleam- 
ting black and gold idols background the scene, and the dance 
fioor's a vivid red. Miss Horne's seen in purple and lemon 
yeliow, with yellow magnolia blossoms in her black hair. With- 
eut going into detail further, it may be said of the technicolor 
here that it actually seems born into the film and to glow out 
from under the film's “skin.” Too many technicolor pictures, 
en the other hand, have seemed to be “stunts” as much as 
anything else—with the color “painted” oyer the original 
black-and-white surfaces. | 

Natalie Kalmus is given credit for the technicolor. 
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And Feature "Spots" and Songs 


The “spots” include a number of features I'd gladly glut 
on a second or perhaps even third time if: only something 
could be done about the story and the “plot.” There’s Miss 
Horne, of course, with the “Brazilian” and other numbers. 
Where's Hazel Scott, who uses the piano to hand out Harlem 
citizenship papers in music to F. Chopin and other such aliens, 
There's Dean Murphy, who does imitations a la mode of 
Charlie McCarthy, the well-known conversationalist, Ronald 
Colman, Clark Gable, Bette Davis, Edward G. Robinson, Wen- 
dell Willkie, and President and Mrs. Roosevelt. And there 
are The Ross Sisters, three simply incredible girls who are the 
closest things, in their acrobatic routines, to snakes this re- 
viewer's ever seen, even in a medical description of delirium 
tremens. * 

Other features well worth your time are Gloria De Haven 
and Kenny Bowers singing “What Do You Think I Am?” and 
Nancy Walker singing “Milkman, Keep Those Bottles Quiet.” 

Some of the catchier song hits scattered through the pic- 
ture are “Solid Potato Salad,” by Don Ray and Gene DePaul, 
as sung by The Ross Sisters; “I Love Corny Music,” by Ray 
end DePaul, sung by Charles Winninger and Tommy Dorsey; 
“Pretty Baby,” by Gus Kahn and Egbert Van Alstyne, sung 
by Winninger and Miss De Haven; and “Somebody, Loves Me,” 
by George Gershwin, sung by Miss Horne. 

The screen play, based on the stage musical, “Very Warm 
for May,” by Jerome Kern and Oscar Hammerstein II, has 
George Murphy as a New York playwright and producer, 
Ginny Simms ag a Hollywood star he’s trying to get for his 
new show, Miss De Haven as his “kid” sister whose dramatic 
talents Mr. Murphy's trying to*hide under a bushel, and Win- 
ninger as his father.

Tips for the Victory Gardener 


HE March planting calendar 

wag on the casualty list! We 

had to give up the first plant- 
ing dates for peas, onions, all 
those hardy vegetables that are 
the garden shock troops because 
this has been so far a cold, rainy 
spring. But corner lots and back- 
yards are finally beginning to 
have the well-groomed look of 
spaded and raked soil and here’s 
a “must” in .spring digging. 
Break up the clods as you go 
along. Then the sunlight and the 
breezes can do a better job of tak- 
ing up the extra moisture. Let 
them work on the sdil while you 
are having a well-deserved siesta 
before you start raking the seed 
beds. 

The peas are clamoring to get 
into the garden campaign and no 
wonder! In St. Louis, plantings 
made up to about the fifteenth of 
April have a fine chance to ma- 
ture before the hot weather. Ac- 
cording to the planning chart we 
made in January, onion sets were 
to start the season's biitz. 
Changed tactics for the late sea- 
son make it much more important 
to get the peas in. A block of 
Little Marvels, and of Thomas 
Laxton are in. The Hundredfold 
are impatiently waiting in the 
packet. Peas top the priority rat- 
ings now for in-the-garden work. 
Get them planted! 

Last year seed potatoes were 
almost as rare as silk stockings! 
This year, good onion sets and 
plants are almost as precious. 
Now, don’t deluge me with “but 
I've seen bushels of them at ——.” 
So have I, but mostly, they were 
soft, large and oversprouted sets. 
Onions will probably be scarce at 
the grocer’s later on. Those large 
onion sets usuMly develop seed 
stalks, have thick necks and won't 
store well. Don’t sabotage your 
chances for a good crop. Get the 
sets that are just a bit bigger 


than dime size, and firmly solid. 
Yellow and white Bermuda onion 
plants show up occasionally at the 
seed stores and usually leave again 
in a hurry. If you can’t get the 
onion plants into the garden rows 
shortly, at least keep them in a 
cool spot, in the basement, for in- 
stance, and loosen the bunch so 
they won’t mildew or rot. | 


Frost resistant cabbage plants 
are also waiting in some of the 
seed stores, “Frost-proofs,” they 
are called, and they certainly can 
take some pretty rough weather. 
Charleston Wakefield and Copen- 
hagen Market are the most com- 
mon. You can figure about 70 
days to eating time from the date 
you set the plants in your garden. 
The gray weather has been a set- 
back to local flat-grown plants and 
in ordinary seasons I wouldn't 
suggest buying “shipped in” ones. 
A few, at least, to hurry up pre- 
duction figures, are in order this 
year, I think. Choose the variety 
according to your taste. Copen- 
hagen is a round, solid type, but 
for early cabbage I prefer the 
pointed head, looser, Charleston 
Wakefield. When you are cutting 
the crispy cabbage for slaws and 
salads, it’s a bit harder to manage 
but it is my choice. Because the 
head is looser, it is greener. That 
means more of the important vita- 
mins—and maybe it is the eye 
talking for the tongue, but I think 
it tastes better. 


x * * 


April’s schedules demand that 
we make the best use of our time. 
That's how I happened to discover 
that the so-called Victory Garden 
weeder is one of the quickest and 
easiest of soil breaker-uppers. It 
is a three-pronged or five-pronged, 
long-handled implement, Especial- 
ly when the soil is on the damp 
side, this claw-like tool works 
much better than a hoe and saves 


much of the raking time. Later 
in the season, when weeding be- 
gins, it makes short shrift of the 
green enemies between the rows 
and right alongside them, 

When the soil is loose and yet 
quite damp make it a “must” to 
watch your step! And steps as 
little as possible! After spading 
and breaking up the clumps, we 
measure off the rows and put up 
the markers. From then on we 
have board walks. Any old planks 
will do, preferably a length that is 
easy to toss up ahead and carry 
on. Raking, opening up the fur- 
rows, planting the seed, etc., are 
all done from the solid footholds 
of the boards. Footprints in the 
garden turn into puddles during 
spring rains; heavy pressure 
clumps the soil that is dampish; 
uneveness tends to start “wash- 
ing.” Use a board-walk in your 
garden! 


Does it hurt. your feelings to 
firm down the soil over the seed 
furrows after the work of loosen- 
ing it with spade, rake and hoe? 
A quick survey of the battle- 
grounds, the morning after, will 
prove how important it is! In be- 
tween rows, the loosened soil 
looks powdery dry. Over the seeds, 
where you firmed the soil, capil- 
lary action is keeping the soil 
water in action, The earth is a 
rich, damp brown. Proves you 
have your campaign well in hand. 
Seeds need to be in the dark damp 
to germinate—to start the explo- 
sion of growth. Some veterans 
walk toe-to-heel over the covered 
seed furrows, keeping their weight 
forward to prevent heel marks. 
Some use a wooden tamper, or 
the flat side of the hoe. Choose 
your tactics — but be sure the 
morning after examination proves 
the soil was sufficiently tamped to 
bring up the soil moisture.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, 
April 6. 


E have been back in Wash- 

ington just a week and two 

days, and every day I have 
been looking for spring. The 
forsythia bush on the White House 
lawn shows a delicate yellow, the 
magnolia blossoms are faintly 
pink, and many other shrubs sug- 
gest that the time has come for 
them to burst into bloom, But 
the other night we had snow and 
a sudden clap of thunder, and I 
begin to agree with one of my 
friends who wrote me that if we 
could have two days of the same 
season, her cold might disappear. 

The President hasn’t been well, 
but he is getting steadily better. 
He has had bronchitis and he has 
been weary, but I think it is prob- 
ably as much the weariness that 
assails everyone who grasps the 
full meaning of war, as it is a 
physical ailment. One cannot quite 
get over it. One can only accom- 
modate oneself to the burden and 
pray for the day when the war 
will end victoriously. 

I spent a day in New York City 
and reported to the USO on ‘the 
clubs which I visited on my trip. 
I also saw two plays. One, 
Jacobowsky and the Colonel,” is 
quite a war play which,the Thea- 
ter Guild has produced. The origi- 
nal play was by Franz Werfel. 
The cast is excellent and the dia- 
logue delightful, Wut the play 
never stirred me very deeply, It’s 
probably a very good play for the 
majority of us to see just now, It 
brings out the important things 
that we are apt to forget—that the 
man of action and the man of 
ideas can and must live in the 
world together and each has his 
particular moment of importance 
in the march of events. 

Then I saw Edward Chodorav’s 
play, “Decision.” It left me far 
more unhappy than the other 
play, though it dealt with just 
one phase of our home front. This 
is a phase which many of us 
know little or nothing about, but 
which deeply troubles any of us 
who have even had a glimpse of 
it. It shows the Fascist side of 
our communities, and is very 
frightening, not because the 
Fascism exists, but because so 
few people are aware that it is 
something we must fight at home. 
I am delighted that the play is 
such a success and I particularly 
congratulate the gentlemen who 
play the leading parts.

The approaching Easter season 
and buying to beat the Federal 
luxury tax, which became effec- 
tive last Saturday, caused sales 
in St. Louis department stores to 
be 31 per cent higher by dollar 
volume last week than in the cor- 
responding week of 1943, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
announced today. 

Sales during the four-week pe- 
riod ended last Saturday were 17 
per cent above sales for the cor- 
responding period of last year, but 
the increase for the first three 
months of this year was only 3 
per cent over sales in the corre- 
sponding three months of 1943. 

Sales in St. Louis for the week 
ended. last Saturday showed the 
same increase as the national av- 
erage, which was 31 per cent high- 
er than the corresponding week 
of last year.

I am told that some of the domestic brands 
are very light and very good. Champagne is seen more often 
than formerly because weddings are so small, that a smali 
amount is all that is necessary for each guest to drink a 
toast. In answer to your quotation about a sparkling non- 
alcoholic drink, the more nearly it looks like champagne, the 
prettier, at a wedding. (The only reason why white grape 
juice is preferred to purple.)
